BEGIN QTE: 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE SITUATION IN CAMBODIA IS OF 
CONCERN TO ALL MEMBER STATES AND ESPECIALLY TO THE 
COUNTRIES SITUATED CLOSE TO THE AREA, 

BELIEVING THAT THE KHMER PEOPLE THEMSELVES SHOULD BE 
ALLOWED TO SOLVE THEIR OWN POLITICAL PROBLEMS PEACEFULLY, 
FREE FROM OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE, 

BELIEVING ALSO THAT SUCH POLITICAL SETTLEMENT SHOULD 
BE REACHED BY THE INDIGENOUS PARTIES CONCERNED, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD NOT TAKE 
ANY ACTION ON THE QUESTION OF REPRESENTATION WHICH MAY 
PREJUDGE THE DECISION OF THE KHMER PEOPLE THEMSELVES AND 
WHICH MAY PROLONG THEIR TRAGIC SUFFERING AND LOSS OF LIFE, 

1. URGES THE INDIGENOUS PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED 
TO HOLD TALKS, WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVING A PEACEFUL 
SETTLEMENT OF THE QUESTION OF CAMBODIA, BASED ON RESPECT 
FOR THE SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OF THE KHMER PEOPLE; 

2. REQUESTS MEMBER STATES AND THE SECRETARY GENERAL 
TO LEND APPROPRIATE ASSISTANCE TO THE PARTIES IN ORDER TO 
BRING ABOUT SUCH TALKS; 

3. CALLS UPON ALL MEMBER STATES TO RESPECT THE OUT- 
COME OF THE TALKS AND DECIDES NOT TO TAKE ANY OTHER ACTION 
UNTIL THE RESULTS OF THESE EFFORTS ARE CONSIDERED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS THIRTIETH SESSION. END QTE
